Not necessarily so, Why not say — 

supposing ouiselves 1,900 years back— 


“If Christianity is true, the Jewish system 
is in error.” 

This application may be continued. Ju- 
daism is one thing and Christianity is 
another. And so Christianity is one sys- 
tem and Spiritualism another~=both fcund* 
ed on facts, though the former have lost 
the proofs to make good thelr claims. We 
have nothing to do with Christianity as a 
religious system, either to defend or antag 
onize it, As long as Christians hold te 
their “faith” we dare not touch them; only 
when they make comparisons with Spirits 
ualism, claiming superior spiritual mani« 
festations to ours, as if ours were of the 
"devil," or in a barefaced manner announce 
to the world that we have no spiritual 
manifestations at a:!—‘hat it is all trickery 
—then we can easily shut them up by res 
questing them to prove their spiritua) 
claims, We have no doubt they are true, 
or may say, we know them to be true; for 
such stories as the Bible relates could] not 
have been invented except mediums at one 
time existed through whom they were pro 
duced. Oritis very strange that mediums 
to-day should produce manifestations just 
as they are related in the Bible. If wedo 
not believe them to have taken place, or 
by doubling them, we admit to the Chris 
tian world thatour mediums are imitating 
the Bible stories. We can only give cred 
ence (i. e. by preaching) of our manifes» 
tations by acknowledging the Biblie oi 
Christian miracles to be facts, And ad: 
mitting this, we acknowledge Christianity 
as a truth and not an error. An error 
cannot exist or thrive. Christianity has 
done both. 

That Christianity dislikes to acknowl 
edge us is quite natural. Judaism did the 
same for Christianity, and Spiritualists 
will do likewise some day in the future; for 
it muet not be believed that Spiritualism 
(in its present form) ia going to be the 
highest revelation or highest truth man 
kind shall cver have, Christianity is true, but 
Orthodoxy is an error, and. [s what many 
mistake for Christianity, We can believe 
Chriatianity true by its biblical record, but 
Orthodoxy is not Cnristianity, and has no 
record. It can prove nothing. It is a 
man-made system without spiritual foun- 
nation, and as such must eventually die. 
Christianity will live as Buddhism liae 
lived; but Spiritualism will become the 
leading religious avatem ae Christianity 
now js. But as Christianity is the only 
tree from which we can hope to gather our 
crops (in which we of course include 
materialistas, atheists. ctc.) It is folly for 
us to antagonize it—the inferior must auc- 
cumb to the auperior—that's all.
